MAROON BAND 


Recognized throughout Texas as one 
of the state’s finest musical organiza- 
tions, the Austin Maroon Band has this 
year, under its new director, Don 
Hayes, continued its outstanding per- 
formance. In 1954 Interscholastic Lea- 
gue Regional Contest, the band was 
given a first division rating both in con- 
cert playing and sightreading, while 
twenty-nine individual awards were 
earned by members for solos and en- 
sermbles. Two AHS bandsmen, Jimmy 
Williams, bass clarinet, and Carroll 
Ann Hodges, clarinet, were placed first 
chair of their respective sections in the 
1954 All-State band.

Forty-six minutes of hard-fought, scoreless football went by before 
the Mustangs of Houston scored two tallies within 30 seconds.

Louis Hartgrove, Stanley 
Roper, David Bramble, Kenneth Vaughan, Carroll Lundin, and Red 
Bernal were a few of the outstanding Maroon players who received 
a burst of prideful applause from the Band, Red Jackets, and 7,000 
spectators who cheered the squad into the dressing room after the 
final gun had sounded.

The meeting between the Waco Tigers and the Austin Maroons 
ended in a solid defeat for the team from the Capital City. Waco 
was reputed to have a team of championship caliber; so all that 
the fans asked of the team was a hard-fought battle, and this was 
exactly what they got. 

Even in defeat, hard-fighting Eddie Wallace ran as fiercely as 
any Waco back, and Gilbert Bernal, David Harrell, and Leissner 
Raven showed flashes of brilliance. Austin put up a fine defensive 
fight, but Waco’s mighty team proved too much even for Austin's 
best. It was the most points scored on the Maroons since another 
Waco team routed them 40-7, nearly 20 years ago. 

Austin's two scores came in the second and fourth quarters as 
results of long ground marches. These TD's was scored by Leissner 
Raven and Red Bernal.

Absence of a scoring punch spelled defeat for the Austin Maroons 
on October 9 at House Park. Austin’s fine secondary was off its 
usual form, and the Leopards capitalized on this weakness. Some 
bright spots were found in the Austin team, however, as defensive 
ends Terry Williams and Ernest Adams, along with linebacker 
Stanley Roper, turned in noteworthy performances. The running 
of Eddie Wallace, Leissner Raven, and Red Bernal offered about the 
only offensive spark for the Crimsons. 

The Maroons’ only score came as a climax to a 46-yard drive. 
Bernal and Raven took turns carrying the ball to the seven. After 
a penalty and a quarterback sneak by Roy Cloud put the Maroons 
on the one, Bernal bucked left guard behind the blocking of Henry 
Heath and Oscar Peterson to score Austin’s first TD of the season 
at House Park.
